The Case Before a Committee for Arbitra- 
tion. 

The May white-mixed corn deal came up be- 
fore the Call Board Committee of the Exchange 
yesterday afternoon for arbitration, but after 
consuming nearly all the afternoon in argu- 
ments and listening to evidence bearing on the 
case, it was found it would be impossible to 
finish the case that day, so an adjournment 
was had until to-day at3 p.m. As two of the 
Call Board Committee, D. R. Francis and A. 
O. Grubb, were directly interested inthis case, 
President McEnnis eppointed E. O. Stan- 
ard and Geo. Bain in their places, 
and these gentlemen, together with 
A. W. Evans, constituted a committee 
ot more than ordinary intelligence.’’ Con— 
siderable time was consumed in discussing 
whether the case before the committee should 
serve aS a settlement for all interested, this 
“ase being between Billingsley & Nanson, the 
longs, and Orthwein Bros., the latter firm not 
really original shorts, as they had the corn 
both bought and sold for May. A motion was 
made that all parties interested should pledge 
themselvesto abide by the decision of the 
Corn Committee and settle all contracts at the 
price fixed by it, but the motion did not pre 
vail, and Messrs. Redmond Cleary, R. C. Greer 
and several other shorts stated most distinctly 
they would not agree tothis.

W. Flanagan and 
Mr. Woods,cornmeal manufacturers, that pur- 
chasing No. 2 white-mixed corn on 
Tuesday at 55 cents they could turn 
itinto meal ata profit at the market price of 
corn meal that day. Mr. Chas. F. Orthwein 
testified that No. 2 white mixed corn could not 
be exported from this market at 5c, and Mr. 
Rolla Billingsley admitted that his firm had 
sold this grude of cornfree-on-board vessels at 
New Orleans at 55':c. To the charge of the 
longsthat due diligence had not been shown 
by the shorts in filling their contract, and up- 
on which charge the longs claimed 5 per cent, 
damages over and above the settling price, 
Redmond Cleary, Greer, Morton and others 
stated thatthey bad the corn either bought in 
the country or held by customers there for 
whom they sold the May option. A 
large portion of this corn when re 
ceived here failed to inspect No. 2 white mix- 
ed, hence it could not be delivered on con- 
tract. IMr. Cleary said he had purchased all 
of this grade on the market he possibly could 
at what be considered a reusonable price, and 
all of this grade he received from the country 
he applied upon his short contracts, paying 
the shipper the market price of the day fer it.
